vew Peer And: His

‘In selecting “ Ear} of Balfour” 
for hie title. the new peer has 
gone back to the origins! home 
of biz family. Balfour is = «malt 

piace in Fife, near Markinch. 
The Batfours of Balfour are 6 
family of great antiquity. In 
some geneslogical works it is 
stated that the earliest known 
ancestor was Siward.a Northom- 
hrian, Hving “in tte reign of 
Duncan I. From this Siward 
those writers trace his grest- 
grandson, Ostred de Sirathor. He 
was toe father of William Balfour, 
ancestor of the Balfours of 
Barleigh in the male line, and of 
the Betbunes of Balfour in the 
female Imp, and of Michael de 
Balfour of Strathor, 

The Balfours of W bitingehame 
are a branch of the family of rhe 
Balfours of Balbirnie, who are 
descended from the Balfours ot 
Balfour. The Grat mention of the 
Balfours of Balbitnie i= about 
1320, when Peter Balfour, on his 
marriage to a daughter of Sir 
Thomas Sibbald, of Balgonie, 
Fife. was granted a charter of 
tho lands of Dovan. James, the 
younger son, of John Balfour, fifth 
of Balbirnie, is the ancestor of 
the Balfours of Whittingehame. 
James went in early tife to India.|- 
where he acquired a» large for- 
tune, and purchased the estates 
of Whittingéhame in ‘East 
Lothian, which hed -for many 
generatiors been the inberitance 
naftbe Hays and the Douxiases. 
He also baught Balgovie in Fife, 
and Strathconan in Ross-shire. 
Jaroas married Eleanor Maitland, 
daughter of James, eighth Ear! 
of Landerdale. He was suceeéded 
by the father of the Earl of 
Balfour, whose wifa was the 
second daughter of the ‘second 
Marquess of Salisbury. 

It may interest the curious 
to know that the Earl of 
Balfour inherits the blood of 
Secretary Maitland, of Lething- 
ton, and of Secretary Lord 
Burghley.

RUSSIA. 


Professors and Students in 
“Need of Pood. 


The condition of Russian 
university education which, he 
sass: the Soviet ia earnestly 
encouraging, wasdescrined by Mr. 
BE. T. Colton, recently Y. MLC. A. 
representative on the . Moscow 
staff of the American Relief 
Administration, who passed 
tnrough London on his return 
journey to Americas. 

Mr. Colton was assigned the 
tasx of investigating living con- 
ditions among professors aad 
students with a view to sffording 
them relief. 5 

“ Phere are far more bona fue 
students in universities now than 
t ere wera before the war,” he 
said, “due tothe Sovies ercour- 
agement of education. Tnere 
ate more Woiueu than men even, 
iu the mining schools, But the 


per cent.,,of what it wae, the 
reason being the deterioration in 
the education itself due to the 
famine situation.” - 

Russian profes3ora receive a 
ration a day and forty million 
roubles a year salary. The ration 
is barely enoogh to keep one 
personative. The money wouldn't 
buy one suit. Consequently 
they and their families live in 
extrema poverty. The professors 
try to increase their resources by 
working at otber trades, with the 
result that they are barely able 
to do their roatine teaching aad 
quite unableto do research or 
creative work. Every student is 
also entitled to «a ration, Mr. 
Colton said, but in reality aboot 
one-third of ther receive ft. 

As most students, like the 
staffs, are therefore compelled to 
support themselves by other 
work, the Universities function 
at night, leaving them free for 
some trade by day. Naturally, 
no really first-class study can be 
done under such an érrangement. 
Then there is the Iack of books 
and [Yaboratory supplies, -and 
Russia's isolation from all con- 
tact with general world culture, 
which farther handicap the staffs 
in providing & good curriculam.

MR. HARA.

Sentenced to Penal Servitude 
for Life. 


Inthe Tokyo District Court, K. 
Nakaoka, who was charged with 
the assassination of Mr. Hara, 
the late Premier, was sentenced 
to penal servitude for life and Y- 
Hashimoto who was charged with 
having instigated Nakaoka was 
acquitted. . 

It is stated as reasons for the 

that the accused 
Nakeoka is of a susceptible 
natura and a great admirer of 
patriots who appeared about the 
time of the Meiji Restoration, 
aod be wished to raise his name 
in the world. ~~ 

When the Nicholaievsk affair, 
the Siberian question, the South 
Manchuria Railway Co. scandal. 
the Kwantung Opium qnestion 
and other matters occupied pabhe 
attention many people severely 
critic. zed Mr. Hara. 

Being influenced by criticisms 
appearing in newspapers and 
magazines, the accused Nakaoka 
concladed that the Hara Cabinet 
was ahad administration and that 
the Cabinet must be overthrown. 

Upon discussing political ques- 
tions with theaccused Hashimoto, 
Assistant Station Master of the It- 
suke Station,theaccused Nakaoka 
found that the political footing of 
Hara was firm and strong. ai- 
though many people wished for 
the downfall of the Hara Cabinet, 
but since there were no means of 
achieving the object, the accused 
thought that if he’ should kill 
Hara, the object might be attain- 
ed, and jn the meantime his 
name might become keows ‘in 
the world as « patriot. His 
mtention was not however 
decided, but learning that on 
the 28th of September, 1921 
one Asahi killed Mr.. Z. Yasuda 
and committed suicide and that 
the assassin wag rather deeply 
sympathized with by tbe general 
public, the accused was much im- 
pressed and decided to murder 
Hara. 

The accused buying » small 
sword attempted to kill Mr. Hara 
at Uyeno Station on the night of 
the 2nd of October, when the 
latter returned to Tokyo from the 
Seiyu-kai meeting in Shinauo

THE MAURETANIA’S 
‘RECORD. 
—_ 
Possible Rivals. 

Will the new speed record of 
the Mauretania revive the old 
competition for the sopremacy of 
the Atlantic? This vessel has 
crossed from America at ad 
average tate af 26.6 knots; the 
previous reconi being 25. “ 

Comparisons can analy go back 
to 1840, when the Britannia and 
her three sister ships were 
brought into service by the 
Cunard Steamship Company. 
Then the outward voyage took 14 
days 8 hours, the average speed 
being $45 knots. Ten years lator 
the period of the voysge was 
reduced to 1} days 3 hours; a 
decade Jeter it was 9 days 6 
hours; while in 1870 it was fuz- 
ther reduced t> S days 4 hours. 
Bg 1880 it was lass than tio days 
—-to be auite exact, the’ record 
was 7 dass 10 boura 47 minutes. 
But we had to wait another teo 
years before the Atlantic crosaing 
was made at a speed of 20 knots, 
which brought the passage down 
to 5 day» 19 hours 15 minutes. 
In 1900, the average speed bac 
increased to 2356 knots, and the 
length of the voyaye was cut 
down to 4 dass 24 hours; while 


_Jseven years later, whan the Lusi- 


tania and Mauretania bad made 
their advent, it was effected in 4 


‘| days 12 hours. the average spced 


being 25 knot... 

This, as stated above, has now 
been exceeded ty the Mauretania, 
She is, as all the world knows, a 
quadruple screw vessel, driven by 
turbines, the steam for which was 
generated in coal-fired boilers 
until her furnaces were fitted for 
burning liquid fuel. She made 
ber first trip under the new con- 
ditions on March 21 est, and 
although she ‘has not yet bad 
time fully to develop the speed of 
which she is capable, she bas 


elready accomplished some very 
remarkable performances. For 
example, for » whole day she has 
steamed at the rate of 276 knots, 
thus beating the world’s record, 
of which she was the bolder. She 
has also moede an eastward pas- 
sage from New York at an aver- 
age speed of 25.14 koots, which 
is the fastest ocesn run onthe 
North Atlsntic, or -any other 
route, since the war. , 

When the Aquitania was cop- 
serted to burn oil fuel she made 
passages the average speed of 
which was over 8 Knot better 
than those she made urder coal. 
ff the Mauretania is equally suc- 
casa‘ul, there is every reason {0 
expecstbat during the present 
passenger season she vwill make 
the run ata speed of at least 27 
knots, whicb. for the sake of she 
uninitiated, we may say is equi- 
valent :o over 31 miles ao hour. 
As showing her speed power, it 
may be mentiosed that on the 
tun from Newcaa:le, where she 
waa converted into an oil-burner, 
to Southampton, she had only 
half ber boiler range workiog. 
but when let out she bad no dif- 
ficulty in maintaining a speed of 
over 18}6 knots. . 

The Cunard Steamship Co. 
have two other vessels which are 
factors to be considered in regard 
to faststeaming. Tbe Aquitania. 
when built, was credited with « 
trial speed of 24 knots, and under 
oil fuel it bas shown that she can 
maintain this in’ actual service. 
The Berengaria has also been 
converted fo oil, and as uoder 
coal she had « speed of abont 
2244 knots, itis only reasonable 
to expect that she will make pas- 
sages of 24 knots or thereabouts. 

-Two of the White Star liners 
ara also in the first flight of ocean 
flyers. These sre the Olympic 
and the Majestic. The former 
thip was built asa coal-burner, 
with a trial speed of between 23 
and 24 knots, which since her 
conversion sbacan maintain on 
ocean service. The Majestic— 
the largest vessel in the world— 
which sails from Southampton on 
her meiden voyage on Wednes- 
day next, is also an oil-burner, 
but so far ag her speed is con- 
cerned she is at present an un- 
known quantity. : . 

That any veasels will be bailt 
during the next few yearr to ex- 
‘ceed these in point of speed is 
improbable, The present cost of 
constructing a high-class liner is 
prohibitive, being anything 
from three to three-and-a- 
half times «above that of 
the pre-war period. Some 
engineering optimists think that

The Maritime Customs Report 
on the foreign trade of China in 
1921, prepared by the Statistical 
Secretary, Mr. J. W. H. Ferguson, 
concludes with the following 
summary — , 

Ik is difficult and in some 
respecta useless to draw any con- 
clusions: regarding the future 
from the facts and figures pres- 
ented in the preceding pages. It 
is always dangerous tO assome 
the mantle of the prophet, and 
never more so than when there 
are so many complex xnd 
wholly divergent currents and 
tendencies 83 compose the 
economic situation at present in 
Chine and in the world generally. 
Wo are still in tae midst of the 
transition pariod, and although it! 
is asserted, and rightly so, we’ 
believe, that-betser timas are not 
far distant, wea have not yes 
arrived at that stage where & 
reasonable measure of econonic, 
financial and industrial equili- 
brinm is within reach. Attbeclose 
of 1921 the decline in whole- 
sale prices in several countries 
had either been arrested or was 
proceeding at a much slower rate. 
Trade also was showing soma 
signs of recovery, and one would 
fain take this as proof that the 
world is at last sotiling down after 
a painfal period of depression. A 
hopeful feature of the year just 
ended is the increasing maoner 
in which public attention has 
become focused upon the elemant 
and factors which are of chief 
importance. in the situation, with 
a view to finding a solution lead- 
ing to commercial and industrial 
revival. The recommendations 
of the Brussals Confatence of 
1920, although generally endorsed 
at the time, have passed unbeeded. 
Many schemes and propossishave 
since been enunciated, and if, 
inthis connection, sa opinion may 
with all diffdence be hazarded on 
such an abstruse and debatable 
question, the hope might porbaps 
be expressed that proposals for 
currency reform, with which 
foreign exchanges and interna- 
tions! trade are so ‘ closely 
connected—anch, for instance. as 
those put forward by the Stctistio 
its iesoe of the 24th September 
1921 and sebsequent numbers, and 
which find suppost in the observa- 
tions embodied by Professors 
Brains and Cassel in their 
memoranda prepared for the 
Brussels Conference, will attract 
more than passirg notice. Indeed, 
s‘ability in the foreign exchanges 
in the placa of the existing 
uncertainty would remove one of 
the important hindrances to the 
growth of trade in Chins. 

As regards the situation in 
Coina at the end of the year, it 
bas already been mentioned else- 
where in this report that, as the 
year advanced, stocks of goods 
purchased on a high-price basis 
hed been steadily reduced—a 
clearance which, in many cases, 
had only been effected at can- 


. siderable toss te those concerned. 


In the long run, however, the 
resuit must be beveficial, as the 
point at which fresh orders will 
ba placed hes, in several in- 
stances, beet reached. And since 
new woods will bave besa pur- 
chased at the lower prices now 
roling. it may be expected that 
they will attract bayers et s faster 
sate than the high-priced com- 
‘nodities which so long filled the 
local godowns. This liquidation 
of old supplies resulted therefore 
in renewed activity in the import 
trade, while the low exchanwe, 
acsieted by a better tone in the 
foreign markets, has acted as 8 
stimulus to exports. Difficulties 
in connection with trade finance 
are being gradually straightened 
ont, and it is gererally believed 
thatthe second half of the year 
witnessed a slow but steady im- 
provernent in the general com- 
mercial ,conditions, The year 
closed with a verceptibly better 
feeling all round. : 
It is hardly- necessary fo retbr 
here agein tothe vast potential- 
ities of foreign trade, both import 
and export, in.a country like 
China, with its immense resources 
as yet scarcely tapped: An im- 
portant factor in the emancipa- 
tion of this country will be t 
development of railway syste 
and: other means, of cog 
munication generally, and it is 
pleasant to be able to’ record 
that the Government and the 
people are fully slive to this fact. 
Rosd-building ‘has. xccordingly 
been taken in had in many 
places in several provinces, while 
the ,boilding of further_ railway 


lines: will no doubt. be proveeded 


Work on the Chefoo breakwater 
was completed, the cfiicial open- 
ing taking place on the 4th 
September. A committee of lead- 
ing international exports was con- 
vened at Shanghaiin the autumo 
to consider the amelioration of 
the Shanghai harbour and its 
approaches, while plans are on 
foot far the improvernent of the 
lower. portion and the mouth of 
the Yangtze River. <Arrange- 
ments have also been con- 
cludad to rebuild the Peking- 
Haenokow Railway bridge over the 
Yellow River.

NANSEN MISSION AND

, Its Work in Russia. 

It is often assumed. that tha 
Nansen organisation is distribut- 
ing supplies in Russia in rivalry 
with other organisations, such 
as the “Save the Children Fund” 
or the “Society of Friends.” A 
recent visitor to Russia carried 
the misunderstanding far es to 
state publicly that the Nanser 
organisation was “the only one 
which hed so far not fed a single 
Russian man, woman, or child.” 
ke is not the business of the 
Nanseo organisation to feed the 
starving Russians, but to provide 
the other organisations which are 
doing so with the necessary facil- 
ities for feeding them. This work 
of assistance and co-ordination is 


extremely difficult, and requires 


much technical experience.” The 
qualifications of, the director 
of Dr. Nansen's Moscow office are 
sufficient gustantee that the work 
is being done as efficiently as is 
possible in the circumstances.

Ferguson reters to Ching’s 
adverse rade dalance, and 
gives, statistiss to show how 
small is China's foreign :rade per 
head compared with tbat of other 
countries.. Many of the figures 
are certainly remarkable. In 
Chins the trade per head per 
annum averages Ids, 103jd. 
For the Netherlands the average 
is, over £90! For the United 
Kingdom it is nearly £30. Here 
there is ground for encourage- 
ment, though, for these figures 
show what a margin for expar- 
ston Chioa mus: have. In fact, 
daring the past two decades her 
trade per bead has nearly 
quintupled. As the import section 
has continued to exceed the ex- 
ports, it may ba said that this 
growth has not done much to 
redress the adverse balance.

London, June 22. 

The Government was defeated inthe House of Lords, a motion 
by Lord Islingtondaclaring the Palestina Mandate to be inscceptable 
because it violated the Governmont’s pledges to the people of Palos- 
tine and was opposed to the wishea of the great majority of the 
inhabitants of Palestine baing carried by 60 to 29. 

The vote was carried despite a speech by the Earl Balfour, 
who was speaking forthe firas time in the House of. Lords. and who 
denied that the Mandate was inconsistent with the policy of the 
Powers who inveoted the mandatory syatem, and scouted the fears 
of Jewish domination of the Arabs. 

Lord Islington’s motion suggests that the acceptanca of a Man- 
date by the council] of the League of Nations should be postponed 
until the Mandate has bzen modified to comply with the Goverd- 
moent’s pledges ;

amounted to $5,566,000 last year. 
This figure, however, does not ip- 
clode depreciation. Some mem- 
bers of the House, according to 
tha Montreal Gazette, were under 
the impression that the. deficit 
resulting from the operations of 
the Government's mercantile 
marine might be very mach re- 
doced if the vessels were tied up; 
so in order to find out just what 
the daily cost ofsuch vessels was, 
some questions relating thereto 
were placed oo the order paper. 
It was ascertained that of the 65 
vessels in the fleet, 17 are out of 
commission, and that the daily 
loss on these, including watoh- 
men’s wager, insurance, interest 
and depreciation, is as follows:
